CALIFORNIA BOYS 


Night Alarm Arouses Them From Their Slumber 
at Camp Tambo to Assist Rebels. 


Asuinaldo’s Insurgents Driven Back From Their Trenches Upon 
the American Encampment by the Spaniards, 


PACIFIC COASTERS FORM AND ADVANCE FOR BATTLE. 


The Enemy Attacks the Natives’ Works in Force—Colorado Outposts Ex- 
posed to Fire—First Regiment From the Golden State and the First 
Regiment From the Centennial State Hasten to the Rescue—Lieut.-Col. 
Duboce Forms Two Battalions Under Majs. Sime and Baxter to Defend 
Camp—Col. Smith Orders an Advance—The Dons Fire Volley After 
Volley, but the Mission of Our Men Succeeds—Rout Is Checked and 
Deserted Trenches Occupied—Gallantry of the Volunteers Commended. 
Latest Mail Advices From the Philippines, 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.} : 

CAMP TAMBO, (Headquarters First California Volun- 
teers,) July 20,—[Exclusive Dispatch.] The California troops 
have had their first call to arms. They were routed out’ last 
night and, with the First Colorado regiment, checked the retreat 
of insurgents along the Manila road from Malate south, They 
spent two hours in the insurgent trenches, and while they did 
no firing they were under fire, for a number of shells burst just 
ahead of them. They conducted themselves in a soldierly man- 
ner, were prompt to answer to the stirring call to duty, and 
have been generally congratulated by the officers, 

The incident was the most exciting, so far, in the history 
of Camp Tambo, and was the closest of all, so far, to actual 
combat, The day had been an interesting one, for the Spanish 
battery atWialate had been shelling the insurgent trenches and 
district the town of Pasay, Col. Smith and Capt, 
O'Neill had been fired upon while examining the insurgent 
trenches, and a shell had burst near them, The firing had 
been continuous, although ineffective. 

At night the First California and the First Colorado threw 
out strong guards in the region of Panay River, just south of the 
insurgent front. Both road and beach were covered and sen- 
tries were posted between the two, The Spanish renewed the 
fight at 6 o'clock and attacked the insurgent trenches by force. 
There was a spirited reply, but half an hour later the rebel cen- 
ter, covering the Manilla road, gave way and fell back, The 
retirement soon became a retreat, and then a rout. The rebels 
fell back on the Colorado outposts and the guard was under fire, 

The rebels continued to retreat along the road, and com 
cluding that the Spanish would follow them to the rear and 
reach the American camp, a courier was hurried to the rear, 

Call to Arms. 

At 7:55 o'clock a call to arms rang through Camp Tambo. 

Five minutes later the First California and First Colorado were 
moving forward, The Colorado men advanced along the Ma 
nila road in columns of fours, and the Californians covered the 
country between the road and the beach. Col, Smith was at 
the front watching operations, and Lieut-Col, Duboce, assuming 
command, formed two battalions for the defense of the camp, 
The Second Battalion, under Maj. H, T. Sime, was formed 
on the left flank and advanced to the first line of trees and 
ditches, and the Second Batallion, under Maj, Charles Baxter, on 
the right flank, and advanced along the Manilla road, Co. A, 
Capt, John F, Connolly, was sent up the beach where a signal 
o'ficer was also stationed to receive reports from three divisions 
of the command, 
A few shells exploded ahead of the line, and the Spanish 
fired volley after volley, but orders were issued to refrain from 
firing unless the line was attacked, The column at the outposts 
f.red a few shots, and Col, Smith, who had by that time hurried 
back to his command, ordered an advance. Skirmishers were 
thrown out, and the regiment advanced to the old rebel trenches 
which they occupied, 

The Spanish tiring had by that time almost ceased, and the 
iorward movement having checked the rout, the alarm was 
over. The California troops waited in the trenches an hour, 
2nd at il o'clock marched back tocamp, The Colorado regi- 
ment left a company in the Pasay for the night, and then re- 
‘urned to camp also, There was no more firing, and at mid 
night slumber had come to most of the troops of the two 
regiments,

Gen, Greene was on the cruiser Boston, anchored a mile 
off Tambo, and when the two regiments were called out a 
courier was sent to him.

The American troops are very close 
to the Spanish line, but the policy has 
beén to refrain from provokin a quar- 
rel, as the time has not yet come for 
a& movement against Manila. There is 
no danger of a rebel retreat from Ma- 
late producing trouble, however, as the 
only avenue to retire is along the road 
to the American camp, and if the Span- 


ish follow, there will surely be a con*» 


flict. 

Tambo is fast becoming a military 
camp of importance.

The 
Colorado men welcomed the order and 
blessed their good fortune over the 
troops on the Colon, Yealandia and 
Senator, who were doomed to at least 
another day on board. Four large boats 
were sent alongside the China with 
the Rapido and Isabel to tow them. 
Commissaries, quartermasters, officers 
and men worked hard to get equipment 
and food aboard, but progress Was 
slow. Everything needed was not just 


quantities of cargo and stores had to 
me before necessaries could 
be reached. 

The struggle was over at 4 o'clock, 
and no happier set of men ever re- 
sponded to an order than did the Colo- 
rado men when the word came duwn 
to board the boats and steamers, The 
procession of craft looked like street- 
cars after a ball game.

The troops, and especi- 
ally the later arrivals, are overjoyed 
at the prospects of a forward move- 
ment. The greatest enuthusiasm pre- 
vails, and all are anxious for service. 
For the present Cavite will be made 
the main base of supplies. The plans 
for a forward movement have not been 
completed, but it is clear that Cavite 
is, for the present, at least,’and per- 
haps permanently, the best storehouse. 
There are many large structures, es- 
pecially designed for the storing of 
military and naval supplies, and facili- 
ties for handling them are quite good. 
Beyond that it is the only place now in 
possession of the Americans. It can be 
successfully defended against superior 
numbers, and with its shops will always 
be a place for minor repairs for ships 
of the fleet. 

It is the intention to maintain a good- 
sized foree at the arsenal even during 
the operations against Manila. The 
value of the prize taken when Cavite 
was surrounded ws further enhanced 
today by the discovery of a commis- 
sary warehouse just off the Cale Real, 
one of the main streets of Cavite. The 
building had been occupied by a dozen 
Chinamen, and, being isolated from the 
main group of the Spanish buildings, 
attracted no attention.

Spaniards Cheer Our Fleet. 


Aguinaldo’s Gold Pilate. 
[BY WIRE TO THE TIMES. ] 

MANILA BAY, July 18.—({Exclusive 
Dispatch.] The Spanish cooped up in 
Manila foolishly mistook the second 
fleet of transports for the Cadiz squad- 
ron long promised to them, and as the 
China came steaming up the bay on 
the afternoon of the 16th inst., they 
cheered her wildly. They were soon 
aware of the mistake in Manila, but 
the true story Was slow in overtaking 
the false one in the suburbs, and the 
Spanish troops, cheered by the false 
hope, made a series of vicious assaults 
on the rebel lines. They were tempo- 
rarily successful at Malate, and along 
the southern lines, hut north of the 
city they are said to have been badly 
worsted. The rebels claim to have 
driven them out of Caloocan, and the 
lineof defense there and into the north- 
ern suburbs of Manila. 

The Spanish attack on Malate and 
other rebel lines to the south began 
Saturday evening, and after the first 
serious encounter an irregular fire was 
kept up practically all night and next 
day. In the desperate charge the Span- 
ish captured the outer entrenchments 
of the insurgents, but Were only able 


rallied in superior numbers and érove 
them back. 

The charge of the Spaniards was the 
best show of Valor since the rebel- 
lon began. The insufgents asserted, 
however, that they disgraced it by 
trying to kill rebel leaders under a flag 
of truce, Sattifday evening from a bar- 
ricaded building in the Spanish lines 
a woman appeared. It seemed as if a 
conference of some kind was desired, 
and a group of insurgent officers left 
their lines, They had hardly appeared 
in full view before a hundred shots 
were sent at them from the Spanish 
trenches. The insurgent loss about Ma- 
late in twenty-four hours of fighting 
was fifteen killed and ten wounded. 

AGUINALDO’'S FOLLY. 

Aguinaldo, who now signs himself 
“Don Emilio Aguinaldo y Famy, Pre¢si- 
dent of the Revolutionary Government 
and Commander-in-Chief of the Army,” 
has sheathed his sword long enough to 
write another proclamation. This time 
he devotes himself to a code of fash- 
ions in canes and insignia. He has 
decreed himself a breastplate and gold- 
headed cane, and defined the personal 
adornments of office-holders under the 
dictatorship. Has also devoted a part 
of the decree to a definition of the oath 
of allegiance, The rather unique docu- 
ment is as follows: 

“Proclamation by Don Emilo Aguin- 

aldo y Famy, president of revolution- 
ary government of the Filopinas, and 
general-in-chief of the army, 
» In conformity with the contents of 
the decree by the government, dated 
June -24,-and the “accompanyifig in- 
structions, I now issue the follow- 
ing proclamation: 

“Article 14We nominate for sec- 
retary of war and public works, Sefor 
Don Baldamero Aguinaldo; for secre- 
tary of interior, Sefior Don Leandro 
Ibarra; for secretary of agriculture 
and other duties connected therewith, 
Sefior Don Mariano Trias. The duties 
of bureau of information, foreign re- 
lations and marine and commerce 
of the country will be in charge of the 
president until a secretary who 
considered suitable is nominated. 

“Art. 2—The persons nominated will 
take charge of their respective of- 
fices on the day the president shall 
designate, when they will solemnly 
take the following oath: ‘I swear by 
God and my honor to obey and enforce 
the laws of this country to the best 
of my ability, and fulfill with fidelity 
the charge*which I now accept, etc.’ 
Said oath will be made before the 
president, and the dignitaries will be 
invited by the president to lay their 
right hands on the Holy Bible. 

“Art. 3—Directors and chiefs of prov- 
inces and towns on receiving their re- 
spective titles, shall take oath as above 
before the president and secretaries 
of the government. Provincial conse- 
jores or sheriffs, as also delegates and 
head men, shall take oath before the 
chief of the province, and the chiefs 
or principal men of the town shall be 


previously invited to witness the sol- 
emn act. 


“Art. 4—In treating with any kind of 
writing which is to be presented to the 
authorities and in all official corre- 
spondence the word ‘Sefior’ shall be 
used before the title of whosoever is 
addressed or written about. When a 
title is not used, the personal ‘V’ should 
be used in addressing an inferior or 
equal, but in addressing a superior 
the word ‘Vos’ is to be used. 

“Art. 5—Secretaries will be empowered 
by the President to sign all resolutions 
and documents of small importance, 
but official décrees and resolutions shall 
be signed by the President and Secre- 
tary. 

“Art. 6—Chiefs of office shall use as 
a distinction of office a cane with a han- 
dle of gold and with tassels of silver 
on top of the handle. The latter will 
also be engraved with one sun and 
three stars. Chiefs of towns shall carry 
canes of the same desctiption, but the 
tassels are to be black. The headsmen 
shall also carry canes, but with tassels 
of red and handles of silver. The pro- 
vinelal sheriffs will carry as a mark a 
triangular plate of gold suspended 
from the collar with a chain of the 
same metal. The delegates will carry 
the same mark, but the chain shall be 
of silver. 

“Art. 7—The President shall wear as 
a distinction a breastplate of gold, from 
which will be suspended a coat of arms 
in gold, and a whistle, also of gold. 
The secretaries and directors shall carry 
the same mark, but in silver. The 
President can also carry a cane with 
handle and tassel of gold.

CAVITE, headquarters of Gen An-

Gen. Anderson has been forced to halt 
Dictator EmillOo Aguinaldo and remind 
him of his true position and the na- 
ture of the rights the United States 
has won here. The two have engaged 
in a correspondence that is snappy 
and pointed on the part of the Ameri- 
can, and parrying and diplomatic on 
the part of the aspiring young insur- 
gent. The breach, for such it now 
seems, is the culminating point of the 
proverbial long train of abuse. Agui- 
naldo was once a humble ally, who 
begged Dewey for passage to Luzon 
Island; he is now proud, haughty and 
autocratic, and burns with ambition 
to some day rule at Manila, either as 
military president or dictator. The 
hope makes him jealous of the Ameri- 
cans, and while he may have buried 
his aspirations w hen the United States 
was only represented by naval forces 
here, he has ill concealed his feelings 
since the troops began to arrive.

FLAG NOT RESPECTED. 


GEN. MACIAS VIOLATES ALL THE 
RULES OF WAR. 


Gen. Wilson Endeavors to Notify 
Him of the Suspension of Fur- 
ther Hostilities — The Party Not 
Received. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.) 

HEADQUARTERS OF GEN. WIL- 
SON, at Coamo, Aug. 138, noon.—[De- 
layed in transmission.] ‘Ihe orders to 
advance given to Gen. Ernst’s brigade 
were countermanded upon receipt of the 
President’s order to suspend hostilities. 
Gen. Wilson sent this morning a 
party with a flag of truce to notify the’ 
Spaniards of the suspension of hostili- 
ties, but the flag was not respected. 
This was by order of Gov.-Gen. Macias, 
As Gen. Macias has no communication 
with Madrid he may have thus cut him- 
self off from official notification of the 
situation, although natives have been 
sent through the Spanish lines to spread 
the news that a cessation of hostilities 
has been ordered. 

The soldiers of the American army 
generally receive the news of peace with 
delight, but some are disappointed that 
there is to be no further firing, and 
many officers express regret at the sus- 
pension of hostilities in the midst of 
the campaign. 

PEACE INTO PORTO RICO. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

PONCE (Porto Rico,) Aug. 13, even- 
ing.—The peace news has stopped all 
forward movement of the army in Porto 
Rico. Gen, Wilson at Coamo and Gen. 
Schwan at Mayaguez will remain at 
those places. Gen. Henry, who is at 
Utuado, will return to Adjuntas, and 
Gen. Brooke, who had advanced beyond 
Guayama, will return to that town. 

Gen. Miles expects to do nothing 
pending the arrival at San Juan of the 
peace commissioners. 

SHAFTER’S MEN.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 14.—A dispatch 
reveived by Adjt.-Gen. Corbin tonight, 
from Gen. Shafter indicates that the 
health conditions among the troops at 
Santiago are improving. The men, 
whose spirits have been raised at the 
prospect of returning to the United 
States, are getting better. Shafter’s 

dispatch is as follows: 

“SANTIAGO DE CUBA, Aug. 14, 
7:10 p.m.—Everything is going very 
well here. Men that under ordinary

Gen. Shafter’s report to the War De- 
partment concerning the departure of 
the troops follows: 
“SANTIAGO DE CUBA, Aug. 14., 3:15 
p.m.—All of cavalry division, Kent's di- 
vision, Lawton’s division, except Sev- 
enth and First Infantry and sick and 
suspects of those commands, have al- 
ready sailed, leaving Bates’s division, 
Eighth Ohio Infantry, battery of light 
artillery, one battery of heavy artil- 
lery, four troops of Second Cavalry, and 
two companies of engineers to go. If 
ships expected with immunes get here 
as they ought to, today or tomorrow, 
will get the most of the command 
away within the next two or three 
days.

GOT THE NEWS.

MADRID, Aug. 14.—The Governor- 
General of Cuba and of Porto Rico 
have acknowledged the receipt of the 
news of the suspension of hostilities 
between the United States and Spalk, 
and announced the carrying out of she 
orders. 

An order has been issued by the 
captain-general of Madrid suspending 
the publication of the Republican 
newspaper El Pais. 

‘Reports from Havana state that the 
bombardment of Manzanillo lasted from 
3 o’clock until 9 in the evening, and 
that attacks were made by the insur- 
gents at various points.

MANZANILLO, Aug. 14.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.] Manzanillo, on the south 
coast of Santiago province, west of 
Santiago de Cuba, was bombarded for 
over twelve hours, beginning Saturday 
about 3:30 o’clock in the afternoon, 
when the second-rate protected cruiser 
Newark lay 6000 yards off shore and 
threw 6-inch shells, and the gunboats 
Suwanee, Osceola, Hist and Alvarado, 
at ranges of from 600 to 800 yards, 
swept the shore batteries with their 4- 
inch guns, 6-pounders and smaller guns, 
The active bombardment lasted an 
hour and a half, when there was a lull 
for an hour. After that the Newark 
used her 6-inch guns every half hour 
through the night. 

At dawn white flags could be seen 
all over the town and also on the hills. 
Soon a small boat was observed coming 
out to the Newark under a white flag. 
The Spanish officers boarded the New- 
ark and said that they had been in- 
structed to inform Capt. Goodrich that 
the peace protocol had been signed 
by representatives of Spain and the 
United States yesterday, and that hos- 
tilities had ceased. 

The unconditional surwender of the 
town was demanded by Capt. Goodrich. 
The Spaniards were called upon to sur- 
render all troops, civil guards and fire-’ 
men, and leave intact the _ shipping, 
guns, equipment and _ stores. They 
were informed that the Spanish au- 
thorities, after surrender, would retain 
their functions during the pleasure of 
the United States. Harbor lights and 
marks were to be continued, and tele- 
graph lines must be handed over in 
good-condition. If these conditions were 
not accepted the town would be bom- 
barded three hours after the delivery 
of the ultimatum, which time was given 
for non-combatants to leave the place. 
This demand followed a sudden de- 
termination to clean out Manzanillo. 
The Newark left Guantanamo Tuesday 
afternoon with the Resolute, the latter 
with Col. Huntington and the First 
Battalion of Marines on board, for im- 
portant operations to the westward. 
Wednesday afternoon they met the Su- 
wanee and Hist off Cape Cruz, which, 
with the Alvarado and Osceola, were to 
help the Newark blockade Cienfuegos. 
After a conference with the command- 
ing officers, Capt. Goodrich of the New- 
ark decided to take Manzanillo before 
proceeding further. 

During the night the Alvarado and 
Osceola came up, and Thursday the 
squadron was under way for the town. 
A wide detour was made _ through 


arrived off the town at noon Friday 
after brilliant navigation through shoal 
waters. Lieut. Victor Blue, command- 
ing the Alvarado, was sent ashore with 
a demand for surrender of the town 
about half an hour after the arrival of 
the squadron. The Spanish refused to 
surrender, and at 1:45 o’clock p.m, the 
signal was given to clear ships for ac- 
“> nearly two hours the Newark 
flew a white flag from the foremast, 
when she hoisted her ensign, and the 
firing began by the Newark’s star- 
board battery. The first shell fell 
into the Spanish batteries, and the 
next two near by them. A little later 
the gunboats opened fire. There was 
no Spanish answer, and no Spanish 
flag coul@é be seen in town. Shells 
from our warships struck in the town. 
razing buildings and oreating clouds 
of dust. The big hospital in the north- 
ern ‘part of the city, frotn which ‘the 
Red Cross flag was flying, was care- 
fully avoided by our gunners. 

At 4:15 o'clock, it is believed the 
white flag was put up ashore, and the 
Suwanee was sent in under a flag of 
truce, our firing having ceased. When 
within five hundred yards of shore the 
Suwanee grounded, Suddenly’ the 
whole waterfront was ablaze with fire 
from the Spanish guns, and a number 
of shots were fired from the block- 
houses. The Americans answered 
fiercely, and finally, after about fifteen 
minutes, slowly drew off. The Spanish 
fire slackened, but followed the gun- 
boats out. Some shots fell 1000 yards 
from the Newark, which resumed fir- 
ing when the enemy opened on the 
Suwanee and other vessels, but her 
fire was hindered by the gunboats’ be- 
ing in her way. 

No one was hurt on the gunboats, but 
much indignation was expressed be- 
cause the Spanish fired on the white 
flag. One shot went through the 
Suwanee’s flag. The enemy fired de- 
fiantly thereafter until nearly 6 o'clock. 

Mean time the Cubans in the rear of 
the town began to fire on the Spaniards 
from the north. They had no artillery, 
but their rifle fire finally grew so an- 
noying to the enemy that they an- 
swered it with field pieces, which soon 
caused the Cubans to cease firing. 

It was the intention to resume firing 
at sunrise, but the Spaniards sent off a 
boat with news of the signing of the 
protocol. It turned out that a dis- 
patch for Capt. Goodrich from Gen. 
Greely, chief of the signal service, had 
been received during the night. The 
damage to the city could not be learned.

Brooke and delivered a dispatch from 
Miles, saying he had been informed 
from Washington of the suspension of 
hostilities, After Brooke read the dis- 
patch he turned to Lieut.

and said “You came fifteen minutes 
too s00n. The troops will be disap- 
pointed.” 


The soldiers did not receive the 
news with very good grace, as they 
were anxious to force an issue with 
the enemy. From Brooke’s position 
the Spaniards could be seen sitting 
on the edge of the hill as the Ameri- 
cans turned and made their way back 
to Guayama.,

HAVANA IS BITTER.

POLITICS EN ROUTE, 


Los Angeles Democratic Delegates 
Doing a Split—Somé Hopes. 
[BY DIRE‘ T WIRE TO THE TIMES.} 

TULARE, Aug. 14.—[ Exclusive Dis- 
patch.] The Southern Pacific train 
which left Los Angeles at 11:50 o’clock 
this morning carried forty-three of the 
eighty-one delegates from Los Angeles 
to the Democratic State Convention. 
Ever since ledAving the Arcade depot 
active canvassing has been in prog- 
ress. The delegation is split on the 
question of whom to support for chair- 
man of the convention. The fight is be- 
tween George Patton and Isidore Dock- 
weiler. Patton is backed by the so- 
called “‘purity push,’’ while Dockweiler 
has the support of the machine lead- 
ers who were downed last week in the 
county convention. Dockweiler's friends 
predominate on the train, and claim 
their candidate has 44 votes, a majority 
of the delegation. Under the unit rule 
adopted by the county convention this 
would insure the entire delegation for 
Dockweiler, provided his men stick to- 
gether. 

The adoption of the unit rule was 
brought about by the Patton faction, 
but may prove a boomerang. The Pat- 
ton men, however, are confident of 
winning out, basing their hopes largely’ 
on the expectation that influ- 
ences will be. brought to bear 
on the delegates at Sacramento, which 
will bring the Dockweiler forces into 
line. The argument is that as Ma- 
guire’s chief gallery play is opposition 
to the Southern Pacific, the chairman 
of the convention must be a conspicu- 
ous anti-railroad man. It is claimed 
that Patton meets this requirement 
better than Dockweiler.

PEACE FOLDS HER WINGS} 


THE NATIONALCAPITALEMBALMED 
IN SABBATH CALM, 


Hard-worked Officials Leave Their 
Desks—The Busy, Warlike Frep- 
arations Have Ended — Diplo- 
‘matic Questions Remain — No 
More Troops for Manila, 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT,] 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 14.—The White 
House, War Department and Navy De- 
partment today resumed their usual 
Sunday quiet, a condition which has not 
prevailed since the Maine was blown 
up in the Havana Harbor, February 15. 
Secretary Alger was in the department 
a few minutes and also went to the 
White House, but did not remain long. 
Gen. Corbin came into his office during 
the day and looked over his dispatches, 
but did not remain constantly on duty, 
as he had been doing. There were a 
few clerks about the departments, but 
scarcely a Sunday passes in peace times 
that this does not happen. The busy 
warlike attitude has entirely disap- 
peared, and Washington has settled 
down to a peace basis. 

The President believes that the most 
serious problem which the commission 
will be called upon to deal with is the 
Philippines. Before the commission as- 
sembles, it is hoped the affairs of Cuba 
and Porto Rico will be found in such 
process of adjustment as to leave little 
for the commission to consider under 
that head. The absolute relinquishment 
by Spain of all sovereignty over the 
islands in the West Indies will allow 
only the property questions to be set- 
tled between the governments as to 
what Spain shall take and what shall 
remain captures of war, and the protec- 
tion of Spanish subjects and their 
property in the islands. 

The greater questions growing out of 
the war, as relating to Cuba and Porto 
Rico, will have to be dealt with by the 
United States alone. The fact that 
the Philippines will present the difficult 
problem in the peace negotiations has 
caused the administration to give it a 
great deal of careful attention. Several 
suggestions have been made as to what 
shall be done, one being the retention 
of the bay, city and the harbor of Ma- 
nila, just what the protocol gives tem- 
porarily. Another is that Subig Bay 
and a sufficient amount of territory for 
a naval and coaling station be secured, 
and the building-up of an American 
city at that place begun. Still another 
idea which is being considered is the 
retention of the islahd of Luzon, the 
advocates of that plan believing that 
there would be trouble between the 
governments which occupied a portion 
of the island with a line of demarka- 
tion, such as would exist in case Ma- 
nila and the bay only was retained. 
The island of Luzon is the largest of 
the group, and contains about three 
million people, who are said to be the 
better class in the Philippines. It is 
believed, however, that the administra- 
tion and the commission will be greatly 
influenced by the reports which Ad- 
miral Dewey and Gen. Merritt will 
make on the subject. Their tips are 
expected before the commission meets. 

The final determination as to the 
government of Porto Rico and the set- 
tlement of the government of Cuba 
are problems for settlement, but the 
impression prevails that these islands 
will become quite rapidly American- 
ized, and every encouragement for 
them to do so will be given. Porto 
Rico will be under military control 
for the present. Cuba also will be 
similarly governed, but it is probable 
that American reforms in the matter 
of government will be such that the 
people of Cuba will see the advantage 
of becoming annexed to the United 
States. It is thought that the sani- 
tary improvement of Havana and other 
cities, the management of the munici- 
palities and liberty offered the coun- 
try’s people will be of such a char- 
acter as soon to convince the people 
that the changed conditions are for 
their good. 

There has been little about soon set- 
tling the transfer of Porto Rico, which 
will be treated at once as an Ameri- 
can possession. The first movement 
in this direction will be the sending of 
a delegation of officers from the Post- 
office Department to investigate and 
report on the mail facilities there now, 
and to make such recommendations 
as they determine upon. Mail routes, 
methods of transportation and the con- 
ditions of postoffices generally in the 
island will be examined. 

A military postoffice will be estab- 
lished at once wherever troops are 
stationed, and at such other points 
as may be demanded by the interests 
of Americans and the people of the 
island, if the present officers are not 
available. A similar course will be 
taken in Cuba, but this is likely to 
be delayed, as the immediate removal 
of the Spanish and the occupation by 
the United States is not expected. No 
more troops will be sent to Gen. Mer- 
ritt, unless he asks for them. It is 
bélieved at the War Department that 
the 16,000 men now there are sufficient 
to garrison Manila and the ground 
which the United States will occupy 
for the present. 

All of the troops that were with 
Gen. Shafter in the Santiago cam- 
paign will be out of Cuba by Friday 
of this week. Gen. Shafter will ac- 
company them to Montauk Point. 
There will remain at Santiago five 
regiments of immunes to do garrison 
duty. It is yet possible that a battery 
will be sent to Santiago to take the 
place of the batteries which are to 
be removed. Gen. Miles has about 
fifteen thousand men in Porto Rico. 
They will be sufficient for the occupa- 
tion of the island, and perhaps more 
than are needed after the Spanish 
evacuate. The remainder of the troops 
will remain in the various camps to 
which they have been essigned for the 
present, though something may be 
done looking toward diminishing 
the number when it becomes apparent 
that they are no longer needed. 

The government will dispose of the 
transports that have been in use as 
fast as they can be released, and are 
no longer required for service. All 
vessels of the navv that can be spared 
from service in the West Indies will 
be ordered to ports In the States where 
the men will be given brief holidays. 
The bie battleshins of the fleet will be 
put in dry dock as soon as possidle ard 
undergo such repairs as may be neces- 
sary. There is scarcely a vessel of the 
navy that does not need renairing. 
Tt is expected that the large dock in 
the New York vard will be readv to 
receive the ships iff about two weeks. 
The auxiliary vessels of the navy 
which will not he used for the over- 
manent navy will he disposed of as 
enon as thev go out of commission. 
vrobably being sold at auction.

RICH PLACER DIGGINGS FOUND 
ON PINE CREEK.

A Thousand Prospectors Have Left 
 Juaneau and Southeastern Alaska 
for the Location, 


DISCOVERED TWO YEARS AGO. 


LAID DORMANT WHILE FINDER 
WENT TO THE KLONDIKE. 


George Hoffman Makes Another 
Dash for Freedom—Handreds of 
People Out of Work From 
Fresno’s Fire. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. ] 

JUNEAU (Alaska,) Aug. 10, via Seat- 
the, Wash., Aug. 14.—What is regarded 
as a most important discovery of rich 
placer diggings is reported to have been 
made on Pine Creek, a small stream 
emptying into Atlin Lake, a feeder of 
Lake Tagish. The discovery is located 
in the Northwest Territory, Can. The 
news of the discovery has caused a 
great stampede from Juneau and other 
Southeastern Alaskan points, and it is 
estimated that at least 1000 prospectors 
have. started for the location. As re- 
ported here, the find was made two 
years ago by George Miller of this 
city, about the time the Klondike strike 
was made. Miller allowed his discovery 
to lie dormant and went to the Klon- 
dike. 

Last June he returned, and taking a 
few friends into his confidence, revis- 
ited this place and staked out claims. 
Walker Carter, who has just returned 
here from the diggings, says: 

“I saw four men shovel in twenty-six 
ounces in two days, one pan from bed- 
rock containing $4. This was on Dis- 
covery claim. Pine Creek is about fif- 
teen miles long, and will average sev- 
enty-five feet in width. The current is 
very rapid. The diggings are what is 
known as bar diggings or summer 
placers. Discovery claim is about eight 
miles from the mouth of the creek. 
Bedrock is only five feet from the sur- 
face, and is of a slate formation Miller 
has five men at work shoveling into 
sluice boxes, and he pays them $12 a 
day each, settling every night with dust 
taken from the boxes. The men are 
taking out $60 a day to the man. The 
gravel shows from twenty to 150 colors. 

“Capt. Strickland of the Canadian 
mounted police and several men are al- 
ready on the ground, and have staked 
claims for themselves and reserved the 
government claims. When I left, thirty- 
three claims had been located, and the 
balance of the creek is reserved by the 
Canadian government. When I was 
coming out to Juneau, I met a large 
number of prospectors going in to every 
bay along Tagish Lake, trying to find 
the spot which they had heard of, but 
whose location they did not know.” 

The news has caused great excitement 
in Juneau, and every boat leaving here 
is crowded with prospectors. The gold 
brought in from the new diggings is 
like that from the Klondike, very 
coarse, but it is said to be worth $2 an 
ounce more.

He had advertised 
that at 3 o'clock he would enter his 
charnel-house, remain there without 
air or food for a period of six days, 
and had arranged to have an electric 
light burning at his coffined head, and 
to have a tube running from the coffin 
to the surface of the ground. It was 
his plan to have the populace view 
him through the tube at 25 cents a 
view, while he lay in what he terms 
a state of suspended animation, under 
a lead of San Francisco sand. 

The young man’s plans have all come 
to nothing, however, by reason of the 
interference of Captain of Police Spill- 
ane. The Captain told Ferdinand that 
his proposed performance was in vio- 
lation of the order of the Board of Su- 
pervisors, and informed him he woud 
be arrested if he attempted to bury 
himself as he had advertised.

Hundreds of Needy People Out of 
Work—Big Losses, 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.) 


FRESNO, Aug. 14.—The conflagration 
that devastated a large area in the 
packing-house district in Fresno at 
midnight, was not gotten under con- 
trol until? daylight this morning. The 
aggregate loss is now variously esti- 
mated from a conservative standpoint 
from $300,000 to $450,000 The buildings 
together with their entire contents de- 
stroyed were: Forsyth Seeded Raisin 
Packing Company's establishment, the 
Phoenix Packing House, the Union Ice 
Works (partly destroyed,) the National 
Ice Company's’ establishment, the 
Farmers’ warehouse, the Einstein ware- 
house, Hobbs & Parson's plant (partly 
destroyed,) the residence of John Doyle, 
yardmaster. 

In addition to the buildings enumer- 
ated, the Southern Pacific’s loss will 
be considerable. Several strings of 
freight cars standing along the side of 
the packing-houses and the warehouses 
were a mass of flames before the force 
of railroad men could haul them away. 
The freight depot of the Southern Pa- 
cific was on fire several times, but a 
large force of railrdAd men was sta- 
tioned there and managed to save it. 

Gartenlaub & Pratt of the Phoenix 
Packing and Raisin Seeding Company 
State that their loss will be $70,000, ap- 
proximately. This plant was partially 
covered by insurance and the stock 
alone was valued at $30,000. Forsyth’'s 
loss is placed at $125,000, insured for 
$90,000. 

M. W. Muller of the Farmers’ ware- 
house estimated his loss at $35,000. The 
grain was all insured. 

The loss to the Einstein warehouse 
will foot up to about $25,000. 

It is impossible to estimate the loss 
to the ice company, but it will be very 
heavy. 

The loss of Hobb & Parsons will be 
between $3000 and $5000. They suc- 
ceeded in saving part of the ware- 
house. 

The Southern Pacific's loss will be 
large, but no figures have been given 
out. Twenty or thirty-five cars were 
burned, some of them being loaded 
with grain and raisins. A large num- 
ber of ties were also destroyed, and 
the track was burned in a number 
of places. A number of third-class 
sleepers were also reduced to ashes. 

Only the low, compact structure of 
the Hobbs-Parsons warehouse and the 
fireproofstructure ofthe Burleigh build- 
ing prevented the fire from sweeping 
the entire line of packing-houses on 
both sides of the track. The loss of 
the two packing-houses of the district 
is a severe blow to Fresno. It will 
be the means of throwing hundreds 
of needy men and women out of em- 
ployment at the only time when they 
usually find this class of work in 
abundance. 

The ‘tess of nearly sixty carloads 
of raisins in the various warehouses 
and packing establishments will 
not stop the raisin business’ in 
this section in the least. The canning 
crop will be packed and seeded by the 
remaining plants. No action has been 
taken thus far toward rebuiling in 
the burned district. 


HOFFMAN HAS DASH. 
He Makes Another Break for Free.

Sheriff’ and Posse Make a Raid on 
Gamblers. 
[ASSOCTATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

MACON (Ga...) Aug. 14.—A special to 
the Telegraph from Moultrie, Ga., says 
Sheriff Fisher and a posse of thirteen 
men made a raid on a crowd of negro 
gamblers at Baylor, thirteen miles east 
of Maultrie. There were seventy-five or 
one hundred negroes in the house, and 
as Sheriff Fisher walked in some of the 
negroes began shooting, one ball hitting 
the Sheriff in the hand, inflicting a 
painful wound.

RIVERSIDE BICYCLE RACES, ° 


Furman Issues a Challenge for Ad- 
mission Day. 


W. G. Furman, the crack wheelman, 
has issued a challenge which will 
probably result in his being matched 
against some worthy competitor at 
the approaching Admission-day race 
meet of the Riverside wheelmen. He 
has authorized I. S. Logan, who is in 
charge of the meet, to arrange a match 
for him with any amateur rider in 
California, Shoemaker preferred, for 
any distance from one to ten miles, 
paced or unpaced, one or more heats. 
Shoemaker, who beat Furman in two 
straight heats last fall, is not in con- 
dition at present, but it is said that 
he will train and meet his old rival 
at Riverside. 

The Admissioa-day meet is the sev- 
enth annual affair of the kind which 
has been conducted by the Riverside 
wheelmen. It will be held on their 
fine three-lap track. Entries will close 
September 3, the committee reserving 
the right to refuse any or all entries. 
The League of American Wheelmen 
rules will prevail, and the meet is un- 
der the sanction of the L. A. W’. rac- 
ing board. 

Tha events will be a one-mile novice 
race, an amateur one-mile 2:30-class 
race, an amateur one-mile open, an 
amateur two-mile handicap, a one- 
third mile open, a two-mile handicap 


for colored riders, a five-mile 
team race for Riverside county 
teams, a five-mile messenger- 


boys’. team race, a one-mile tan- 
dem race, and a one-mile race for boys 
under 10. There will be no road race, 
but the morning will be devoted to 
runs along Magnolia avenue, to Fair- 
mount Park, Cold Spring Brook, La 
Elliotta swimming pool, and other 
points of interest. In the afternoon, 
beside the regular events, there will 
be several match bicycle races, and 
probably two foot races. 


RIFLE SHOOTING.

GUARDS FIRED BACK. 


The Robbers Mounted Their Horses 
and Took to Flight. 
[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES. ] 
ALBUQUERQUE (N. M.,) Aug. 14.— 
{Exclusive Dispatch.] At 3 o'clock this 


ceived a telegram from Special Officer 
Charles H. Fowler that some time past 
midnight, last night, an attempt was 
made to hold up the west-bound pas- 
senger train on the.Santa Fé Pacific 
road at Grant. The telegram gave no 
particulars, but it was learned today 
that the engine, express and mail 
coaches were cut off by the bandits as 
soon as the train stopped at Grant 
and run west down the track for about 
a mile, when the engineer was made to 
stop, with a cocked revolver at his head. 
Two of the bandits walked down to the 
express car and. demanded that the 
door be opened, at the same time firing 
into the air. Messengers Goodman and 
Comfort, with Fowler as guard, an- 
swered the summons with a volley from 
their rifles, but no one, strange to say, 
was shot, although the firing was at 
short range. 

The bandits, for there were four of 
them, were evidently novices at the 
business, and after holding the train 
for at least two hours, took to the 
bushes, where their horses were in hid- 
ing, and rode off W. H. Barney was in 
charge of the train as conductor, and 
Mark Bocklett was the engineer. 

Grant. is a favorite place for hold- 
ups on the Santa Fé Pacific, and it was 
at this station only a few months ago 
that William Waters, alias ‘“Broncho 
Bill,” and “Kid” Johnson made their 
big haul. “Kid” Johnson was killed by 
a deputy United States Marshal in a 
pitched battle at a ranch in Arizona, 
about ten days ago, and “Broncho Bill” 
was badly wounded. The robbers at 
Grant always find safe refuge in the 
caves of the Malpais, which cover the 
ground for many miles around Grant 
Station.

THE IRISH NATURE. 


Words Not Rapir Enough for the 
Active-minded Peasantry. 

[St. Paul Dispatch:] A curious peculiarity 
of the Irish nature is the wide limits to 
which relationship is extended.

“Of course I do,’’ was the answer. ‘‘Why, 
he’s a near relation of mine. He wance 
proposed for my sisther Kate.’’ When fac- 
tion fighting was rife in Ireland, it was a 
man’s interest to “‘increase his followin’ ”’ 
by extending the number of his relations by 
every possible device. Happily, faction fight- 
ing is dead in Ireland, and a man has no 
need now to have behind him a long line, 
not of ‘‘ancestors,’’ as Sir Boyle Roche would 
say, but of “‘relations,’’ as was imperatively 
necessary when the “bhoys’’ were accus- 
tomed to “hould dishcussions with sticks’’ 
at every fair. It is after he is dead that 
his relatives ‘‘come in handy’”’ to the Irish- 
man. They give him a “grand buryin’.’’ 
“Well, Mary.”’ said a friend of mine to a 
domestic who had been attending a 
‘‘buryin’,”’ “had Mat Maloney a good fun- 
eral?’’ ‘“‘Oh, he had a grate wan, sir,’’ said 
Mary. “An’ why wouldn’t he? Wasn't he 
related to the whole batony? Faith, it re- 
minded me of a land lague meetin’.’’ A child 
went crying to its mother, and reported that 
it had swallowed a button. ‘Well, well, look 
at that, now,’ cried the woman, ‘‘Begor, |! 
suppose the next thing you'll do is to swal- 
low a buttonhole.’’ This story reminds me 
of the graphic description given by a beg- 
garman of his tattered coat. “Faith, yer 
honner, it’s nothin’ but a parcel of holes 
sewn together.”’ 

It often seems in Ireland as if words are 
are not quick enough or that they form too 
cumbersome a vehicle for the rapid and rush- 
ing thoughts of these active-minded peas- 
antry. A laughable instance of this occurred 
during a recent visitation by Dr. Walsh, the 
Roman Catholic archbishop of Dublin, to a 
remote parish in his archdiocese, the story of 
which I was told by a priest. An old woman 
hobbled up to his grace as he was passing 
through the village, and exclaimed: ‘‘Wisha, 
now that I've seen your lordship, ye may die, 
and the Lord be praised!’’ It was, needless 
to say, her own death the old lady desired, 
after the gta@at privilege of having seen a 
live archbishop. The same clergyman told me 
that he has a parishioner who is much ad- 
dicted to drink. Meeting the man one day 
when, as the people say, “he had a drop in,”’ 
the priest insisted that he should take the 
pledge, for it was the only protection against 
the temptations of the public house. ‘You've 
never seen a teetotaler drunk, Tom,’’ said the 
priest. ‘‘Ah, your reverence,’ replied Tom, 
‘I’ve seen many 4 man drunk, but I couldn't 
tell for the life o' me whether they wor tee- 
totalers or not.”’ 

An Irishman got out of a train at a railway 
station for refreshments, but unfortunately 
the bell rang and the train went off before 
he had finished his drink. Running along 
the platform after the train, he shouted: 
‘‘Hould on, there; hould ont You've got a 
passenger aboord that’s left behind!’’ A poor 
woman who had a son of whom she was very 
proud unintentionally paid him a very bad 
compliment.

| NEW FOREST RESERVE. 


WATERSHED OF THE VERDE 
RIVER TO BE PROTECTED, 


All of the Mogollon Range in 4ri- 
zona Included in the Reserva. 
tion Recommended 
Agents of the Land Office. 


PHOENIX (Ariz..) Aug. 14.—[Regu- 
lar Correspondence.} J. 8. Holsinger, 
Special agent of the United States 
Laud Department, has just returned 
from a month's trip in Northern 
zola, Where, in company with W. P. 
Hermann of Washington, D. C., a 


sioner of the General Land Office, he 
has investigated the practicability of 
forming a forest reserye on the head- 
waters of the Verde River, one of the 
Principal tributaries of the Salt River. 
The report has been finished, and will 
be.forwarded to Washington without 
delay. The prospects are that within 
the next thirty days the forest reserve 
will be proclaimed and a strict guard 
kept over it in the future to prevent 
depredations of timber thieves. The 
reservation means much to the people 
of the Salt River Valley in Arizona, 
from the fact that the destruction of 
the timber at the headwaters is dis- 
astrous to a steady and uniform flow 
of water for irrigating. 

Messrs. Holsinger and Hermann 
made a thorough examination of the 
territory designed to be included in 
the forest reserve, with the view of 
informing the department as to its 
climatic and physical conditions. They 
interviewed practically all the old set- 
tiers living in that vicinity, who were 
almost.unanimous in declaring that 
the cutting of timber, while confined 
mainly to railread lands, and. hence 
out of the control of the government, 
has had a bad effect on the water- 
shed. Streams that ten years ago fur- 
nished water for stock the entire year, 
they allege, are now perfectly dry 
four or five months out of the twelve. 

The whole of the Magallon range of 
mountains, which is included in the 
reserve, consists of a vast pile of lava 
cinders from 3000 to 4000 feet deep. 
This deposit absorbs the deep snow- 
falls and rains like a great sponge, 
ani gradually feeds it out to the rivers 
that furnish irrigating water in the 
plains below. For this reason the old 
argument that timber lands, although 
not retaining snowfalls as long as 
bare and open lands, suck up the snow 
and water by absorption, is peculiarly 
apropos. The water sinks into the 
soil. and after penetrating the great 
‘mass of cinder underlying the upper 
crust, finally comes to the solid for- 
mation and makes the springs that 
feed the rivers. 

Mr. Holsinger recites an unusual phe- 
nomenon observed at both Williams and 
Flagstaff: 

“T found.” he stated, “that at times 
past the settlers dug wells ten and fif- 
teen feet deep and secured a flow of 
water. This failing in a measure, the 
well-owner thought to remedy the con- 
dition by digging the hole deeper. In- 
stead of getting more water, it disap- 
peared entirely in the lava strata below 
and the well has remained perfectly dry 
ever since. If a person leans over the 
well, he notices immediately that a 
drought of cold air strikes him in 
the face. showing that the bottom is 
almost like a sieve. 

“The best instance of this is shown 
in the case of T. F. Holden, who was 
the possessor of what is known as a 
tank for watering cattle. Mr. Holden, 
after studying over the matter, came to 
the conclusion that the tank wes sup- 
plied by a spring and that bv digging 
deeper he could locate the underground 
stream of weter. Subsequent events 
have demorstrated that the water sup- 
ply was simply a seepage from an 
adjoining ravine, for when he made an 
excavation the water disappeared en- 
tirely and there has not been a drop of 
water in the tank since. This conclu- 
sively demonstrates that the substra- 
tum is extremely porous, and is further 
confirmed by the fact that great vol- 
umes of water in wet weather, as high 
as 3000 and 4000 miners’ inches, dis- 
appear by seepage in the excavation 
made by Mr. Holdn.” 

The proposed forest reservation is 
covered with pine timber, and is 1,000,- 
000 acres in extent. Technically de- 
scribed, its west boundary line is the 
Gila and Salt River meridian line. ‘The 
north line extends from the northwest 
corner of township 22 north, range 1 
east, to the northeast corner of town- 
ship 22 north, range 9 east. The south- 
ern line extends in a zig-zag south- 
easterly direction to the northern 
boundary of Gila county. up to and in- 
cluding the rim of the Tonto basin. As 
has been stated, all of the Mogollon 
Mountains is included in the district. 
The eastern boundary extends north 
and south on the line of range 9 east. 
The towns of Williams and Fagstaff 
will be included in the proposed reser- 
vation, which will have a length east 
and west of about fifty miles, 

It is not generally known that the 
Interior Department has made rules for 
protecting forest reserves in the Terri- 
tories and various parts of the United 
States. The Verde River reservation 
will be instituted under the provisions 
of this recent ruling. In order to pre- 
serve the reservations thus contem- 
plated, the office of superintendent of 
forestry has been created, to he located 
at Santa Fé, N. M. Each State and 
Territory will be provided with a super- 


: visors of forests, who will report directly 
monarchy in.

rangers, who will maintain a strict pa- 
trol of each reservation to prevent dep- 
redations. 

In Arizona five rangers are to be ap- 
pointed immediately. One will . take 
charge of the reservation recently cre- 
ated in the vieinity of Prescott: two will 
be’'in charge of the Grand Cafion re- 
serve, and the other two will be held for 
the new Verde River reserve, if oreated. 

W. P. Hermann, who has been acting 
as special agent of the land department, 
has been appointed supervisor of the 
reservations in Arizona and will main- 
tain his headquarters in Flagstaff. His 
subordinates will act as forest police, 
patrolling their districts and camping 
out during the open season. They will 
ride horseback over the Territory, keep- 
ing a strict watch for timber depreda- 
tions and forest fires. 

Mr. Holsinger will hereafter look after 
the legal duties of his office, his work 
heretofore having been more of a gen- 
eral character. Just now there is con- 
siderable work ahéad in cancelling il- 
legal homestead claims, hundreds hay- 
ing been taken up in the pine forest 
districts as a cloak for speculating in 
timber. which is sold to lumber manu- 
facturers. 

Gov. L. C. Hughes, in his report to 
the Interior Department for the year 
1895, made the following recommenda- 
tion concerning the importance of con- 
serving the forests on the head waters 
of the Salt and Gila rivers: 

‘The direct benefits of forests to 
water supply are so apparent that at- 
tention should be directed toward the 
further protection, preservation and im- 
provement of oue forest areas. Our 
mountain chains, clothed with forest 
trees, are in reality the life of the arid 
region. ‘Ihey are the fountain heads 
which gather the snows of winter and 
the rains of summer and during the 
growing season gradually give up their 
treasured moisture to the parched 
plains below. With us it is not a ques- 
tion of land, but a question of water. 
The forests which clothe our high 
mountains are nature’s reservoirs: 
trip these mountains of their forests 
and the result of rains is only torrential! 
floods: the streams which have their 
sources on these mountains, instead of

THE ORANGE 'TRADE,

ENORMOUS QUANTITY OF ORANGES 
HANDLED IV SEW JORK,. 


This Season Has Heen the Most Re- 
markable in the History of Or. 
ange Culture in Thi« Country. 
Effect of the New Tariff. 


NEW YORK. Aug. 9.—The New York 
Comercial publishes thefollowing artice 
about the California orange trade in 
New York: 

“Now that the season for this vear's 
California orange crop is drawing to a 
close, as it has been the 


most note- 


‘worthy one in the history of orange pre 


duction in the United States, some 
few facts and figures may be inter- 
esting. 


“The estimate of the output of this 
year’s crop was far below what ac- 


tually it has turned out to be. Those 
who estimated the greatest quantity 
did not put the production at over 


12.000 cars, While there were many who 
claimed that the entire  qnaritity 
shipped would not reach 10,000 cars. 

“A total of over 13,000 carloads, or in 
excess of 4,368,000 boxes, represents 
what the orange production of the Pa- 
cific slope has been this season, the 
Zreatest in the history of that State. 
and nearly as large as the greatest 
quantity ever produced in Florida. 

“The effect of the new tariff did not 
result in higher prices, but it was ef- 
fectual in that importations of for- 
eign oranges have been practically pro- 
hibited. One good result of the high 
tariff has been to prevent the !mporta- 
tion of oranges from Sorrento and Rodi, 
from which points previously supplies 
of late oranges have always been re- 
ceived. These late supplies have not 
been lacking. however, es the produc- 
tion of all the late varieties in the 
State of California have been more than 
ample for the demand, and in fact the 
supply has been so large that where it 
has previously been the case that 
high prices had ruled during July and 
August, because the qnantity. on the 
market was not great, this year there 
have been twice as many California 
oranges as there was demand for, and 
hence unSatisfactory prices. In many 
cases freight and refrigerator prices 
have not been’ realized. 

“Comparing the total sales of 
cranges at auction in New York th'a 
season with the sales of last yer, it 
would seem ttat in spite of the enor- 
mous increase in receipts. priges have 
not been preportionately lover, as is 
shown by the figures given below. With 
the tremendous increase in receipts, it 
would be in accordance with a natural 
law that prices should have been much 
lower than what they were. As iIn- 
dicating, however, that the auction 
System is the popular one for the dis- 
position of California oranges, more 
than nine-tenths of the entire re- 
ceipts have been thus disposed of, even 
in cases where the fruit has been 
owned by New York merchants who 
have places of business, and could 
have disposed of the frult privately if 
they had so desired. 

“Considering the large number of 
wholesale fruit merchants engaged in 
the trade, the total quantity purchased 
f.o.b. in California on speculation hy 
merchants does not exceed 5 per cent. 
of the total receipts, thus showing 
that that method of buying is not 
popular. 

“The large seller of oranges in New 
York, or anywhere elsé, has been J. H. 
Schneider, ‘agent of the Southern Cali- 
fornia Fruit Exchange, who has sold a 
total of over five hundred cars for that 
organization. ‘Other large receivers 
have heen Westfall Bros. & Co., Por- 
ter Bros. Company, Fay Fruit Company 
P. Ruhiman & Co., D. Crossley & 
Sons, Earl Fruit Company and Charles 
Jeroloman, their rank as to total re- 
ceipts being in the order named. 

“The enormous quantity of oranges 
handled in this city by Mr Schneider 
for thé Southern California Fruit Ex- 
change is worthy of special mention, 
and probably represents the largest vol- 
ume of business ever handled by a 
single individual in this line in the same 
space of time. This mmense aggrega- 
tion of cars of oranges (which would 
cover a line of four miles of track.) was 
so admirably handled by Mr. Schneider 
that the results in net prices must, be 
most gratifying to the exchanges and 
to their capable president, A. H. Noftz- 
ger, especially when compared with the 
average results of all shipments to this 
market. The brands of fruit sold 
through the exchanges are probably the 
best known and most popular arriving 
from California, and Mr. Schneider has 
in past years certainly contributed 
greatly to the great success achieved 
by the Southern California Fruit Fx- 
change. His reputation for square de-al- 
ings toward buyers, and at the same 
time the protection of the interests of 
the shippers is proverbial. It fs no 
wonder that it is stated from various 
sources in California that the South- 
ern California Fruit Exchange wf be 
much stronger next season than this, 
and if the business of the exchange in 
other cities is in the hands of men 
possessing the acknowledged ability of 
Mr. Schneider to an equal extent, there 
will hardly be a limit to the succes to 
be achievd by this organization. The 
exchange can be congratulated in hav- 
ing euch men as Mr. Schneider and D. 
B. Campbell, the general eastern agent 
at Chicago, to guard their interests. 

“all of the firms mentioned display 
their fruit at the auction sales in a 
most approved and honorable way, 
leaving the contrast concerning dissen- 
sions as to the display of samples of 
California oranges and Sicily lemons 
very marked. As a matter of fact, the 
dissensions in the foreign fruit trade, 
of which there has been so much pub- 
licity of late, is an unknown factor 
in the California orange trade. No pro- 
tection is asked by the buyers of Cal- 
ifornia fruit through the Fruit Buyers’ 
Union, and the sellers do not acknowl- 
edge its jurisdiction.

WONDERFUL BUILDING MATERIAL 
INVENTED IN GERMANY. 


Waste-paper Pulp ‘That Becomes 
Like Marble—A New Caloric 
Motor That Develops High Power 
by Gas Combustion. 


SPECTAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.} 


WASHINGTON (D. ©.) Aug. 9.—Practical 
‘clentific development is a subject that is 
of vast interest everywhere, in times of 
peace as well as in time of war. The 
State Department at Washington has just 
received particulars of two inventions in 


Germany that promise to be of great prac- 


tical value to the whole world. One, the 
more importat of the two i4% a new 
caloric motor invented by Rudolf Diesel. 
This motor is described as being entirely 
different rom any motor ever invented, 
The chief power is gas combustion, and 
the chief claim put forth for the motor is 
that it will develop a higher horse power 
with tess expenditure than any other en: 
gine or motor in existence. Tois c.aim, §t 
may be said, haa been substantiated by 
practical tests which have been made by 
scientific men of Germany ani Amefica 
ind the motor has qnade such an impres- 
sion upon the Americans who have seen 
it. that a large company has been formed

The 
Inetors are beng put to a practical use, 


too. One of them, which is rated as poSsseas- 
ing 30-horse power, drives a rotary pump 
that lifts 398 gallons ef water per minute 
to a hetght of 19 feet. 33-horse power Mo- 
tor drives a pump that draws water trom 
the river and then projeets it through a 
2-inch nozzle to a he gnt of 230 feer, the 
nozzie being elevated at an angle of 45 Geg. 
A 49-horse power motor runs a dynamo for 
ligtting part of the exposition grounds, 
operate a big printing press, and furtisnes 
power for several machine tools at the 
Same time. 

From reports that have been received in 
this country regarding the actual work 
produced by this mottr, it is believed by 
many practical men that in time it wiil 
work a complete change in all power en- 
gines used in manufacturing pursuits, and 
it is confidently expected that before Very 
long it will make itseif felt im the railroad 
world. It is said that the machine has nof 
yet been perfected up to the point of 
making practical tests with it as a icto- 
motive, but the preliminary experimental 
tests show that it will do quite as well in 
this line as in the stationary engine tine. 

Tae other important invention that bas beep 
made in Germany is a new building material 
that is called papyristite, and which is made 
out of waste paper. This was gotten up by 
Fr. Gehre, a German civil engineer, who had 
previously been heard from by his practical 
inventions along the same line. 

Papyristite is designed to ve used either for 
roofs or floors of buildings. When laid itis a 
soft, pulpy material, something like ordinary 
plaster. In twenty-four hours after it is laid 
it becomes as hard as marble, and it is -per- 
fectly fire, heat, cold and sound-proof. Ab- 
solutely nothing can get through it. To the 
footstep it feels elastic, yet the inner part 
of it becomes so hard within a short time 
that the.oply way to make a hole through it 
is to employ a steel drill for the purpose. It 
is much lighter than stone or cement. An- 
other good thing about it is that after it has 
been laid and becomes hardened, it may be 
tinted and polished so that only an expert can 
tell it from marble or stone, according as the 
tinting may be done. F oors laid in this ma- 
terial may be changed so that they will have 
the appearance of mosaic, then may he pol- 
ished so that they will shine almost like mire 
rors, and the high polish will remain upon 
them for years. 

This material will stand any climate to be 
found upon the face of the earth. Practical 
tests have been made with it in Brazil and 
in Russia, and the results were the same. 

One of the United States Consuls in Ger- 
many reports to the State Department that 
the builders of the United States are learning 
about this new material, and they are writing 
to him for particulars about it. He has re- 
ported that it is very inexpensive, and may 
be made in this country as well as in Ger- 
many. He says that he has learned that 
within a short time it will be introduced ex- 
tensively into the United States, and he ex- 
pects that it will become one of the standard 
building materials. It will reduce the cost 
of laying fine floors in public and business 
buildings very materially.

[Chicago Chronicle:] Porto Rico has 
ever been regarded with peculiar inter- 
est by men of the various countries 
which have commerce with that island, 
and their highly-colored representa- 
tions of the natural richness, beauties 
andcommercialedvantages of that island 
have from time to time caused it to be 
coveted by one and another of the trad- 
ing nations. Formerly there were re- 
peated attempts to acquire the island 
by force of arms, but no such attempt 
has ever been successful as against 
Spain. What England and what the 
Dutch in the old time failed with their 
warships to do United States soldiers 
and sailors are about to accomplish 
with no doubt ease and swiftness. Mili- 
tary possession of Porto Rico is already 
about as good as effected. But whether 
this cou will soon greatly impreve 
its position with regard to the com- 
merce of the island will depend upon 
the policy this country may adopt at 
the outset. What England and some 
other nations did not effect by war they 
later obtained by liberal trade laws, and 
by reason of those laws and their com- 
mercial enterprise have for at least a 
hundred years reaped the larger bene- 
fits of the productiveness of the island. 
Spain has had a fair share, and has 
also had the labor and expense of 
governing the island. But in a limited 
sense is the island Spanish in its popu- 
lation.

Though richly agricultural as ‘the 
island is, and entitled as it is to be re- 
garded as exclusively egricultural, in 
past times considerable mining was 
done there, in gold, copper and salt. 
Indeed, copper is still mined to a small 
extent, and salt is still so plentiful that 
the government finds a profit in monop- 
olizing the sale of. it. 

The island isyvery badly governed. 
Baron Eggers wrote in 1883: “It is very 
richly endowed by nature, but miser- 
ably governed, and the people them-- 
selves are not worth a much better gov- 
ernment, being given to gambling in 
the extreme, thus squandering every 
dollar, from the rich planter and priest 
down to the lowest laborer and beggar. 
Yet they are hospitable and very pq- 
lite to strangers, with that remar 
able, unchanging inbred Spanish po- 
liteness.” Spain governs this island 
through a captain-general, assisted by 
a junta, composed of military officers, 
Expenditures are calculated by them. 
The inhabitants have little or nothing 
to say as to these things in the cities, 
and nothing at all in the country. 
When Spain has been at peace she has 
derived a large revenue from Porto 
Rico, but latterly these revenues have 
been diverted to defray the cost of the 
war in Cuba. Prior to 1870 the whole 
island was governed from San Juan, 
but in that year it was declared a 
province with seven departments} this 
in the name of reform, but no valu- 
able reform has been realized. Baron 
Eggers’ word is still true—the island 
is miserably governed. 

The principal ports and cities are 
San Juan, Arecibo, Aguandilla, Maya- 
guez, Ponce, Guayanilla, Humacao an@ 
Fajarado. The more important of these 
were founded by Ponce de Leon, who 
reduced to subjection in 1508 the island 
that Columbus discovered in 1493. He

BOGUS MONEY BROKERS. 


ONE OF THEIR SCHEMES FOR RAIS- 
ING FUNDS. 


Virgil Fortson Laments the Hard- 
heartedness of a Former Friend, 
How the Granger 
From Newhall Was Done by Bill 
Eads, 


Virgil Fortson and another unsuspect- 
ing granger of Newhall are mourning 
the loss of hard-earned dollars, together 
with a whilom friend, and, incidentally, 
deprecating mans’ perfidy toward man. 
|. The person responsible for their sad- 
ness is one W. E. Eads, better known 
as Bill Eads, who is now sojourning 
in the land of “mafiana,” having, about 
three weeks ago, crossed the border line 
between this country and Mexico in a 
manner more hasty than dignified. 

Virg Fortson and Bill Eads are dis- 
ciples of the “art preservative,” and be- 
fore the advent of typesetting machines 
Fortson used to hold cases on various 
Los Angeles papers, while Eads flitted 
from place to place looking for ‘“‘snaps.” 

After the Mergenthalers§ arrived in 
Los Angeles and the opportunities for 
typesetters began to vanish, Fortson 
hied himself to Newhall and became an 
honest tiller of the soil, while Eads set 
himself to devising ways and mean; for 
living off his fellow-men. Those who 
know him best assert that BDads and 
legitimate work have been strangers for 
at least a year past, his income having 
been derived principally from percent- 
ages given him by flimflam ‘“brokers,”’ 
who used him in their business. 

A short time ago while in Los An- 
geles, Fortson was telling some friends, 
Eads being among them, of a very de- 
sirable piece of government land near 
Newhall, situated in the midst of a 
range over which roam the cattle of 
Charles S. Jenkins, a large cattle-owner 
of that section. 

Fortson and a neighbor were desirous 
of obtaining possession of the 160-acre 
tract under discussion, but neither 
could file om it as they were already 
on claims which required their atten- 
tion. Eads offered to file and settle on 
the claim, and eventually turn it over 
to them, if they would furnish the 
necessary cash, which they agreed to 
do. Accordingly they built a cabin on 
the tract for Bads, stocked it with pro- 
visions and supplied cash for other 
necessities pertaining to ranch life 

Matters progressed nicely for a short 
time, and Fortson and his neighbor 
were congratulating themselves on their 
sagacity in gathering in a desirable 
160-acre tract of land, but their’ self- 
satisfaction was of short duration, for 
Eads seemed not to possess that ‘peace 
of mind which passeth all understand- 
ing.” He was beginning to feel uneasy 
over what the result might be when 
certain people who held his notes found 
out how utterly worthless they were, 
so he suddenly disappeared from the 
ranch, 

Fortson came to Los Angeles to see 
if he could find him and discovered 
that Eads had transferred the tract 
of land to Charles 8S. Jenkins, the cat- 
tleman, for » cash consideration. 

Fortson was angry. The idea that 
a brother printer should betray his 
confidence in that heartless manner 
made him tired, especially as he had 
gone security for the amount put up 
by his neighbor in establishing Bads 
on the government land. So he went 
on a hunt for his ungrateful friend 
with blood in his eye, revenge in his 
heart, and a club in his hand. 

But he was too late. The man who 
had shattered his confidence and, at 
the same time considerably disfigured 
his pocketbook, had taken time and 
things by the forelock, and had placed 
large wads of distance between him- 
self and the hands of his friends. Eads 
hadn’t appealed to the public through 
a megaphone to be “delivered from his 
friends:” he simply relied for deliver- 
ance on the fleeting power of Uncle 
Collis’s engines, which assisted him 
to rapidly reach the land of chili con 
earne, and Fortson, the  guileless 
granger from Newhall, sadly returned 
to his mountain home, where he now 
devotes himself to teaching the young 
fruit tree, alfalfa, hayseed, etc., how 
to shoot—incidentally taking a few 
side lessons in that line himself. 

During his investigations, however, 
he discovered that there are also peo- 
ple in Los Angeles who will mourn the 
absence of dollars once theirs when 
they ascertain the utter worthlessness 
of notes held by them to which the sig- 
nature of Eads, as borrower, is at- 
tached, the worthless paper being 
worked off on unsuspecting people by 
flimflam “brokers” in this way: 

Suppose A is a “broker” and B is 
a person who has a small amount of 
money which he is anxious to loan at 
the highest rate of interest he can get. 
A makes it his business to get ac- 
quainted with B; impresses him with 
his importance and standing as a 
“broker:” tells B he has many applica- 
tions for small sums of money at high 
rates of interest, for one year, from re- 
liable parties, who, for reasons of their 
own, do not wish to borrow from the 
banks. 

B is caught by the high rate of in- 
terest promised, payable every three 
or six months, as the case may be, 
ane allows A to place his money for 

m. 

Then Eads would appear on the scene 
and perform his part of the programme, 
which was simply to sign a note for 
whatever amount A had induced B to 
leave with him for investment. A would 
then indorse the note with his own 
signature and turn it over to B. con- 
gratulating him on having placed his 
nvoney. to such good advantage, and 
B would go his way rejoicing. Then A 
would turn over to Eads a certain 
percentage of the amount thus ob- 
tained, and the two would set them- 
selves about finding a fresh victim on 
whom to repeat the performance. 

When the time arrived for paying 
the interest it would -be promptly paid, 
hence no suspicion would be aroused.

I] suggest that all garbage and offal be taken 
to the sewer farm and there utilized as fer- 
tilizer. Public bins should be provided 
through the town, and the stuff carted away 
daily. One team could do the business, and 
in this way the problem would be cheaply 
solved. @ cannot ignore it any longer.’’ 

It is a singular state of things that while 
the city has an ofdinance prohibiting the 
slaughtering of any animals, except poultry, 
or the burning of feathers and trying of 
fats within the corporate limits, and rcgu- 
lating the conduct of markets, no provision 
has been made for the disposal of offai, and 
everybody has been at liberty to dump it 
upon the other fellow’s territory till war was 
declared.

It is now generally 
conceded that with Poplin out of the race 
the chances for T. W. Andrews for District 
Attorney on the Republican ticket are bright, 
as Poplin would have received some Re- 
publican votes. 

The action of the Democratic County Cen- 
tral Committee in ignoring Toland and the 
election of delegates to the State conven- 
tion has created a storm among the Demo- 
crats in every precinct in the county, and 
in the Next Democratic county convention 
it will be War to the knife. There is also 
a great interest manifest among Democrats 
as to who sha&® be chairman of the Demo- 
cratic County Central Committee. If Ewing 
accepts the nomination for District Attor- 
ney. another chairman will have to be se- 
lected. So far the names most prominently 
mentioned are John McGonigle, editor Ven- 
tura Democrat: Brice Grimes, a farmer of 
Fillmore, and Thomas O. Toland.

D. W. Huffman of Santa Paula says that 
he will not accept the nomination) for 
Auditor and Recorder.

Poplin has come out in a card positively 
stating that he will not be a candidate for 
reélection. This announcement fell I'ke a 
thunderbolt in both Republicans and Demo- 
crats. as it was generally supposed that he 
would be an independent candidate.

THE OIL INDUSTRY. 


REPORT OF OIL PRODUCERS’ TRUS-. 
TEES FOR JULY. 


A Favorable Showing, Retter Than) 
That of Preceding Months—New 
Wells Going Dewn itu the Old 
FicldsWorking in Casitas Pass. 


The report of the transactions of the 
Oil Producers’~Trustees for the month 
of July, 1898, just issued, makes a very 
favorable showing, better, even, than 
that of Jast June, which ih its turn was 
better than that of any previous report. 
The only unfavorable part of the report, 
if it‘can be termed unfavorable, is 
that which shows that the oil in reserve 
in storage has had to be called upon to 
meet demands, 

On July 1 last the quantity of oll in 
storage belonging to the Trustees was 
92,141 barrels. Oa the first of the pres- 
ent month there were only 87,996 barrels 
in storage, a decrease of 4145 barrels 
during the month of July. Puring that 
month there was received by the Trus- 
tees 25,187, barrels and there were sold 
29.329 barrels, as against 27,754 barrels 
in June. ‘The total amount received for 
July sales was $19,747.39, an average per 


barrel at the wells of 67.82 cents, as 
against 64.69 cents in June. The cost of 
selling was $632.29, a reduction on June 
of $39.16. The average selling cost per 
barre] was 02.16 cents, as compared 
With 02.42 cents in June. The cost of 
storing in July was $1224.89, as against 
$1388.44 in June. The net amount fe- 
ceived for the 29,3382 barrels sold in 
July was $17,890.21, a net average per 
barrel of 60.99 cents, as compared with 
57.26 cents for June. Of the ‘7.996 bar-

These figures show that producers, 
members of the trust, obtained 3.73 
cents a barrel, net. more for their oll 
sold in July than they did for their oil 
seld in June.. It is claimed at the of- 
fices of the Trustees, and with apparent 
reason, that had dit not bes for. the 
low prices that prevailed in the early 
part of July the average net prices real- 
ized would have been weil up to the 
price which oi] was selling for at the 


beginning of the present month. 

So far. during this present month, 
sales are considerably lighter than 
during the first half ef July. Puycrs 
are holding off in the hope that some- 
thing may happen to pull down prices, 
and in the mean time are using up any 
little surplus they have on hand. 

The Oil Storage and Transportation 
Company announces that it is in 
the market for oil, and i+ offering : 
cents a barrel for it delivered at its 
tanks, which is equal to about Ss cents 
a barrel in the field. So far the,com- 
pany has secured very at that 
price, The officers desirous 
filling their new tank. which still lies 
empty. and if they cannot .buy oil 
enough to fill they will take oil in 
storage from independent producers at 
the same rate as they are charging 
trust producers. 

Some new wells are being put down [ 
in the old western and middle fields, 
one by J. T. Baier, the other by Alder- 
sen. Both of these are in the middle 
field, the idea being that by sinking 
deeper in that locality than has been 
done a new deposit may be encountered. 
Some little “wildcattine” is still going 
on in other directions. but nothing has 
resulted from it as yet.

WATER RATES MUST BE PAID. 


The Los Angeles City Water Com- 
pany and the City Stipulate 
That the Company Shall 
Collect Rates. 


The Following Is a Copy of a Stipulation 
Entered Into by the (ity and the Water 
Company in the Pending 
Litigation. 


The following is a copy of a stipulation 
entered into by the city and the water com- 
pany in the pending litigation: 
IN THE SUPERIOR COURT OF THE 
county of Los Angeles, State of California. 
Los Angeles City Water Company, vs. city 
of Los Angeles et al.; No. 31,176. City of 
Les Angeles vs. Los Angeles City Water 
Company, et al.; No. 31,270. 
STIPULATION. 
It is stipulated that unt: the Court shall 
decide the motions now pending herein for 
injunction, and the appointment of a re- 
ceiver, the Los Angeles City Water Company 
shall proceed to collect water rates and shal! 
deposit the moneys so collected in the Farm- 
ers’ and Merchants’ Bank of Los Angeles, 
and that the same shal! there remain until 
ten days after such decision or decisions, 
except that said Los Angeles City Water 
Company shalH-be empowered to take from 
and expen« of said moneys so deposited 
whatever may be necessary for the payment 
of the expenses of collection, of the making of 
service connections, and of ine extension of 
said works, and all expenses of maintaining 
and operating said waterworks, not including 
the salaries of directors, or the rental 
claimed by the Crystal Springs Land and 
Water Company: 

Provided, further, that once a week during 
the continuance of said stipulation an ac- 
count showing the moneys collected and dis- 
bursed shall be presented to the City Attor- 
ney of the city of Los Angeles, and that 
no disbursements or outlays. or expenditure 
from said fund shall be made except upon 
approval of the City Attorney, W. E. Dunn. 

It is also stipulated that a separate ac- 
count shall be kept, showing all the moneys 
so collected, and all the disbursements, and 
that said moneys shall constitute a special 
fund under this stipulation. 

All moneys collected for rates or on any 
other account, by said Los Angeles City 
Water Company shall be so deposited and 
shall constitute said special fund, and no 
part of the same shall be paid save upon 
check drawn by.the Los Angeles City Water 
Company and bearing the approval of the 
City Attorney, W. E. Dunn 

A copy of this agreement shall be de- 
livered to the Farmers’ and Merchants’ 
Bank and shall be its instructions in re- 
gard to the holding and disbursement of said 
fund.
